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SUBJECT: PAN CYPRIAN COMMITTEE OF PARENTS AND RELATIVES OP 
GREEK CYPRIOT UNDECLARED PRISONERS AND MISSING PERSONS (PCCPR) 
THREATENS TO DISRUPT MAY 20 RESUMPTION OP CYPRUS NEGOTIATION

1. ACCORDING TO GREEK CYPRIOT NEGOTIATOR PAPADOPOULOS, WHOM 
I SAW AT LUNCH MAY 18, DELEGATION OP PCCPR VISITED HIM EVENING 
MAY 17 THREATENING TO BLOCK ALL PURTHER NEGOTIATION UNTIL 
OPTEN-DISCUSSED MIXED COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE MISSING 
PERSONS IS ESTABLISHED. PCCPR WENT SO PAR AS TO THREATEN 
THAT ITS MEMBERS WOULD BLOCK PAPADOPOULOS' ACCESS TO LEDRA 
HOTEL MEETING SITE POR MAY 20 RESUMPTION IP THIS DEMAND IS NOT 
MET. PAPADOPOULOS MADE THE OBVIOUS RESPONSE, WHICH WAS NOT 
ACCEPTABLE TO THE PCCPR, THAT IT WAS TO DISCUSS THIS KIND OP 
THING THAT NEGOTIATION IS TAKING PLACE. 

2. FOLLOWING MY CONVERSATION WITH PAPADOPOULOS, GOC PONMIN 
CHRISTOPHIDES TELEPHONED TO REVIEW THIS NEW SITUATION AND 
CONPIDENTIAL 
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ASK IP EMBASSY OR DEPT COULD INTERVENE TO OBTAIN SOME KIND 
OP ASSURANCE PROM THE TURKISH SIDE ON AGREEMENT TO MIXED 
INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE. CHRISTOPHIDES SAID GOC IS CAUGHT 
BETWEEN DESIRE TO AVOID CONPRONTATION WITH PCCPR, WHICH 
HAS DEVELOPED CONSIDERABLE POLITICAL INPLUENCE, AND ITS WISH 
TO HAVE PAPADOPOULOS PRESENT AT THE LEDRA ON MAY 20. I TOLD 
CHRISTOPHIDES I THOUGHT AMERICAN INVOLVEMENT, EVEN IP 
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FEASIBLE, WOULD NOT BE EEFECTIVE. THERE WERE TWO SERIOUS 
"DISABILITIES" IN PRESENT SITUATION: (I) DENKTASH IS IN 
LIBYA AND (TURKISH CYPRIOT NEGOTIATOR) ONAN IS PRECLUDED 
FROM MAKING DECISIONS WITHOUT HIS EXPLICIT INSTRUCTION; 

(2) IN ITS PRE-ELECTION SITUATION, GOT IS NOT LIKELY TO LISTEN 
TO ADVICE ON A DETAIL OE THE TALKS, MUCH LESS TO INTERVENE 
WITH DENKTASH IN LIBYA AND HAVE HIM IN TURN INSTRUCT ONAN TO 
CHANGE THE TURKISH CYPRIOT POSITION ON THIS ISSUE. CHRIST- 
OPHIDES SAID HE WAS AWARE OF BOTH FACTORS BUT ASKED THAT I 
INFORM DEPT TO SEE WHAT MIGHT BE DONE. 

3. COMMENT: WE DO NOT RECOMMEND US INVOLVEMENT. THE 
TURKISH SIDE HAS THE DISABILITIES WHICH I MENTIONED TO 
CHRISTOPHIDES AND ALSO A FIRM POSITION THAT INVESTIGATING 
COMMITTEE CAN BE AGREED ONLY WHEN THE GREEK SIDE ACKNOWLEDGES 
1964 "ATROCITIES." IE DEPT EXPRESSES NO OBJECTION, I WOULD 
PROPOSE TO GO BACK TO CHRISTOPHIDES MAY 19 TO SAY 
THAT 1 HAVE CONVEYED WHAT HE TOLD ME, BUT THAT ON THINKING 
THE MATTER OVER I AM EVEN MORE CONVINCED THAT ELEVENTH-HOUR 
INVOLVEMENT WOULD NOT BE EFFECTIVE, THAT THE RESUMED NEGOTIA- 
TIONS ARE THE PROPER ARENA IN WHICH TO PRESS GREEK CONCERNS, 

AND THAT COPING WITH PCCPR PRESSURE GROUP IS AN INTERNAL 
MATTER WHICH GOC CAN SURELY HANDLE IN A MANNER CONSISTENT 
WITH ITS COMMITMENT TO SUSTAINED NEGOTIATION. 
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
